ExfutnusTs  show  that  the  new  chrome 
leather  -  the  result  ot  the  new  tanning  pro- 
cus  u l  U-chrumate  of  potash— exceeds  in 
tensile  strength  the  bark-tanned  article; 
also,  that  after  it  has  set  ander  the  neces¬ 
sary  »tre»»s  it  still  retains  an  extraordinary 
amount  of  elasticity,  which  is  amiable  for 
tightening  machinery,  belting  or  pulleys. 
As  illust  rating  this  statement,  the  fact  is 
shown  that  a  piece  of  chrome  leather  bore 
an  ultimate  stress  of  three  thousand  two 
hundred  and  ninety-seven  pounds  per 
Square  inch,  while  a  piece  of  bark  leather 
Only  bore  au  ultimate  stress  of  two  thou¬ 
sand  six  hundred  and  seventy-two  pounds 
per  square  inch — this  example  proving  the 
samples  of  chrome-tanned  leather  to  be 
stronger  than  the  bark-tanued  by  some  fif¬ 
teen  per  cent.  The  fibre,  in  this  process, 
thoroughly  absorbs  the  tanning,  and,  to  any 
but  quite  an  experienced  eye,  has  all  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  an  ordinary  tannage.

How  Mosaics  Abe  Made.— The  London 
Telegraph  has  the  following :  Tbe  guardian 
in  the  Felvol  skull-cap  came  to  my  aid, 
when  1  F'is  at  fault,  with  most  courteous 
explanations.  He  mentioned  incidentally 
that  in  a  portrait  of  Pope  Pius  V.  there 
were  l,700,UO0  pieces,  ouch  no  larger  than  a 
grain  of  millet;  bat  this  statement  1  take 
to  have  been  merely  guesswork.  The 
enamel,  ho  proceeded  to  tell  me,  is  a  kind 
of  glam,  colored  with  uielailif  oxides,  a^j  it 
is  so  fu  able  that  it  can  be  drawn  out  into 
threa^jft  Muall  rods,  or  oblong  sticks  of 
varying  degrees  of  fineness^  slightly  re- 
eembhu^  the  typo  used  by  comjjoeitors. 
These  poly.  -hromatic  rods  are  kept  in 
drawers  properly  numbered,  so  that  the  art¬ 
ist  always  kno*«  to  which  case  to  repair 
when  he  requires  a  fresh  supply  of  a  j»r- 
ticular  tint  or  tints.  When  the  picture  is 
commenced  the  first  step  is  to  place  on  the 
cuael  a  slab  of  marble,  copper,  or  slate,  of 
the  «axe  fixed  upou ;  and  this  alab  is  hol¬ 
lowed  (Hit  to  e  depth  of  about  three  and  a 
half  inches,  leaving  a  flat  border  all  round 
which  will  be  on  a  level  with  the  completed 
mosaic.  The  excavated  slnb  is  intersected 
by  tmnavvree  grooves  or  channels,  so  as  to 
hold  more  tenaciously  the  cement  in  which 
tho  moulds  of  enamel  will  be  embedded. 
1  hen  tlie  hollowed  slab  is  filled  with  “gesso" 
or  pliiKtrr  of  Paris,  on  which  the  proposed 
design  *  accurately  (raced  in  outline,  and 
usually  Jn  pen  aad  ink. 

The  Artist  then  proceeds  to  kcoop  out  a 
smalt  portion  of  tho  plaster  with  a  little 
aliarp  *wl.  He  fills  up  the  cavity  tints 
made  with  wet  cement  or  “  mus$c,"  and 
iuto  tbh  mastic  ho  successively  thrusts  the 
“  spicupe,”  or  the  “  teasene,"  as  the  case 
may  b<q  according  to  tho  pattern  at  his  side. 
In  the  broad  folds  of  drapery  or  in  the  even 
abadowf  of  a  background,  or  a  clear  sky, 
his  tccgMl*  of  enamel  may  be  as  large  as 
“lie  of  b  pair  of  dice  ;  in  the  details  ot  lips, 
or  ejesj  ob  hair,  or  foliage,  or  flowers,  the 
bits  of ^ loss  may  be  no  larger  than  pins* 
heads.  Tbe  cement,  or  maatic,  is  made,  so 
far  aa  ]  could  gather  from  my  informant,  of 
slaked  Lime,  finely -powdered  i’l  bur  tine  mar¬ 
ble,  and  linseed  oil,  and  when  thoroughly 
dry  is  as  hard  as  flint.  Sometimes  (he 
mastic  which  fills  the  cavity  is  smoothed 
and  pAinted  in  fresco  with  an  exact  replica 
of  thfi  pattern,  and  into  this  the  bits  of 
glass  ore  driven,  according  to  tint,  by  means 
of  a  small  wooden  mallet  If  the  effect 
produced  wounds  the  artist's  eye,  he  can 
easily  amend  tho  defect  by  withdrawing  the 
offcucing  p.oce  of  eaornel  abd  driving  in  an¬ 
other  while  the  cement  is  still  wet ;  and,  by 
observing  proper  precautions,  it  can  be  kept 
for  more  than  a  fortnight.  When  tbe  work 
is  completed  any  tiny  crevices  which  tnay 
remain  are  carefully  plugged  or  "stopped” 
with  pounded  marble,  or  with  ernunal 
mixed  with  wax,  and  the  entire  surface  of 
the  picture  is  then  ground  down  to  a  perfect 
piano,  and  finally  polished  with  putty  and 
od.  iiyr-uiune  may  be  broadly  distrn. 
guUhfcd  from  Roun^t  mosaic  by  tbe  circum¬ 
stance  of  the  surthce  of  the  former  being 
left  onground  and  .  unpolifcbed — save  where 
there  is  burnished  gold  — thus  leaving  an  ir¬ 
regularity  of  surface  productive  of  great 
vigor  of  effect.  A  Virtuous  picture  of  the 
Ilyamtiu*  style  can  at  ones  he  recognized

Changes  hi  our  position  among  the 
churche^  bt  the  place — once  looked  down  upon 
and  measured  by  the  appearance  of  the  old  bond¬ 
ing,  now  exalted  to  proper  ranl^  aud  equality  If 
no(  superiority  : 

BloomlWd  Methodists  will  no  longer  be  ashamed 
to  point  (fit  their  Chufch  home  to  their  friends 
and  vuttdrs.  They  once  were,  and  we  do  not  at 
all  wonder  !  Families  moving  Into  tbe  place  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Methodist  Church  will  no  longer 
caHthejpselves  by  some  other  name,  ashamed  to 
coafess  that  they  belonged  to  a  Church  whose 
bouse  of  worship  was  an  eyesore  to  tbe  place  aud 
a  dishonor  to  Methodism.  For  all  these  healthful 
changes  Which  have  been  wrought  during  one 
short  year,  we  offer  our  sincere  thanks  to  Al- 
miglfty  God  and  the  people.  Before  me.  while  I 
pen  these  Words,  is  a  report  of  the  financial  state 
of  oar  Church,  ip  to  date  (April  Uth).  It  gives  a 
very  remarkable  showing,  rvnorkabU  we  say,  anti 
none  will  more  fully  indorse  this  than  the  people 
themrelves  who  know  the  situation.

For  all  such  questions  I  have  but  one  an¬ 
swer-  "I  accepted  a  cafl  to  another  field  from  the 
fact  that  it  offers  me  a  wider  scope  of  usefulness. 
In  It  I  believe  I  can  accomplish  more  for  my  Mai¬ 
ler.’*  Life  is  too  short  to  be  wasted,  and  when  our 
blessed  Lord  commanded  his  disciples  to  go  forth 
into  the  world  as  fishere  of  men,  lie  meant  they 
should  catch  the  largest  number.  For  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  the  field  He  gave  them  reason,  judgment, 
and  the  whole  world  to  select  from.
